Some states recognize an exception whereby jurisdiction of a particular case, as contrasted with general subject matter 
jurisdiction, is subject to waiver. 


While the requirement of subject matter jurisdiction cannot be waived by any party! and may be raised at any time,” some 
jurisdictions apply a rule that "particular-case" jurisdiction, as dependent on the particular facts of the specific case as opposed 


to the class of cases,” is subject to waiver if not properly raised? or timely raised.’ Under this view, subject matter jurisdiction 
is question of the court's jurisdiction in "this kind of case" as opposed to "this case,"° the latter being subject to waiver while 


the former is not.’ 
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
